1,000 business 
sites are empty 


THE extent of the recession's 
impact on Northampton was 
revealed in new figures which 
showed more than 1,000 com¬ 
mercial outlets are now empty in 
the borough. 

A 30-page list of 1,079 empty commer¬ 
cial properties was obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act, including 
more than 200 units in out-of-town build¬ 
ings and industrial estates, as well as 
some banks and high street shops in the 
town centre. 

Brian Binley, Conservative MP for 
Northampton South, said: “That is a 
massive number. 

“Northampton had a very sizable engi¬ 
neering industry, like Express Lifts and 
shoe manufacturers and those sorts of 
companies, which employed thousands of 
people. We have changed from that sort of 
town to one where we are reliant on dis¬ 
tribution and warehousing. 

“That’s a pity for a town like Northamp¬ 
ton, which has always prided itself on its 
ability to earn its own money. 

“I think we have a long way to go before 
confidence is restored. People aren’t con¬ 
fident and they don’t spend money.” 

Angela Rushton, chairman of the 
Northamptonshire branch of the Fed¬ 
eration of Small Businesses, said empty 
commercial units were a big problem 
during a recession because, by law, own¬ 


ers of the properties had to pay busi¬ 
ness rates regardless of whether the 
units were being used. 

She said the regulations were brought 
in by the Government to prevent com¬ 
panies building properties and leaving 
them empty purely to make a profit while 
property prices rose. 

She said: “With the downturn, the 
problem is that a lot of commercial prop¬ 
erty owners cannot let them, rather than 
they don’t want to let them. This is par¬ 
ticularly true if you have an old building 
that needs to be done up. In Northampton 
there are quite a lot of old office buildings 
that are in need of a bit of TLC.” 

She added: “Empty properties aren’t 
good economically or in making the place 
look lived in and vibrant. On the whole it’s 
making places look desolate.” 

A report on business properties for 
2008, by commercial property adviser 
Lambert Smith Hampton (LSH), sug¬ 
gested the “empty business rates liability” 
had led to less speculative development in 
Northampton, driving land values down 
from the “peak” in 2007. 

Councillor Richard Church, portfolio 
holder for regeneration, said: “There is no 
doubt that Northampton is suffering 
during the recession like anywhere else, 
but I don’t think it’s particularly excep¬ 
tional. Business parks are finding things 
difficult but I don’t think Northampton is 
any worse off than anywhere else.”

Restoration of 
gateway begins 



PAINSTAKING restoration 
work on a historic gateway 
in Northampton will is 
underway, a year after the 
17th-century structure was 
almost demolished by a 
car. 

Skilled craftsmen - all from 
Northamptonshire - will begin 
an 18-week project to bring the 
Pytchley Gates in Overstone back 
to their former glory by disman¬ 
tling the grade two-listed monu¬ 
ment and carefully rebuilding it. 

The limestone gates at the 
entrance to Overstone Park in 
Sywell Road were hit by a car 
last April, leaving the main arch 
and column in ruins as well as 
causing structural damage to one 
of the main gates. 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council, which 
is responsible for the mainte¬ 
nance of the gates, said: “The 
accident last year caused severe 
damage to the gateway 

“Immediate action was taken to 
make the structure safe and gates 
were removed from the site to 


storage for safe keeping. 

“Northamptonshire County 
Council worked with specialist 
contractors and English Heritage 
to submit a listed building consent 
application for restoration work, 
which was approved by the sec¬ 
retary of state for communities 
and local government.” 

The archway had previously 
been rebuilt after a car crashed 
into the gates in 1973. The accident 
on April 12 last year also dam¬ 
aged the pedestrian gates that 
were added in 1843. 

The ornate structure, which 
will require specialist blacksmiths 
and stonemasons to restore, was 
originally part of Pytchley Hall 
and was sold to the owners of 
Overstone Park in 1824. 

Contractors involved in the 
project include Earls Barton- 
based Mineral Star Construction 
as well as Boden and Ward stone¬ 
masons from Flore, George James 
and Sons blacksmiths from 
Broughton, Sywell-based archi¬ 
tects Sursham Tompkins and 
Partners and Midland Scaffolding 
Services. 
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Attacks 
on NHS 
workers 


AN NHS survey has 
revealed about five per 
cent of staff at one of 
Northamptonshire's most 
elite trusts have been phys- 
ically attacked by a col¬ 
league. 

The surprising results come 
from the latest survey of staff 
at Northamptonshire Health¬ 
care, the county's mental health 
trust, which has recently been 
granted the prestigious Foun¬ 
dation Trust status. 

Northamptonshire Healthcare 
was unable to shed any light on 
how serious the incidents were or 
why staff had decided to attack 
each other. 

A spokeswoman said: “Unfor¬ 
tunately, as there have been no 
complaints of violence through 
the trust’s normal processes for 
raising grievances and report¬ 
ing serious incidents, it is difficult 
from the survey results to gauge 
the extent of any problem. 

“One thing is clear, it is wholly 
unacceptable for members of 
staff to experience any form of 
violence from other staff and 
we will not be tolerate it under 
any circumstances. 

“We want staff to feel confident 
that if they have a grievance it 


will be fairly and properly 
responded to.” 

A total of 373 staff took part in 
the survey with 18 of them saying 
they had been attacked. 

If the results were extrapo¬ 
lated for all the trust's 2,080 staff, 
the results suggest up to 104 staff 
may have been assaulted by a 
colleague. A spokesman for Uni¬ 
son in Northamptonshire urged 
anyone who has been attacked to 
contact a union rep. 

He said: “This is absolutely 
alarming. The NHS has a zero tol¬ 
erance policy for attacks by 
patients on staff so how much 
more alarming is it that staff 
have to come in and confront it. 
It’s disgraceful.” 

The 2008 staff survey results 
for Northamptonshire Health¬ 
care showed a number of sig¬ 
nificant improvements, but the 
trust admitted yesterday it needed 
to work much harder to demon¬ 
strate to staff they are supported. 

Management is introducing 
a new plan to tackle issues such 
as staff-on-staff violence. 

The plan includes better sup¬ 
port for staff who have griev¬ 
ances and comprehensive, 
mandatory training for all staff 
who have line management 
responsibilities.

She found a job which 
allowed her to spend the majority of time at work 
sitting down. The orthopaedic surgeon accepted 
this was a good idea as dealing with young 
children involved twisting and turning and could 
cause her problems with her ankles. 

"In addition she also purchased painkillers and 
paid for 10 sessions of physiotherapy. We 
claimed for both of these items. Furthermore she 
covered approximately 100 miles going to and 
from her physiotherapist’s appointments. We 
agreed a mileage rate of 0.25p per mile and 
therefore claimed £25 on her behalf.

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Parents say 
system unfair 


ANXIOUS parents in Northampton 
are awaiting the results of a school 
places' appeal after many claimed 
they lost out to families who recently 
moved into the catchment area. 

Appeals for places at Caroline Chisholm 
School, in Wootton Fields, have been deliberately 
delayed in case spaces are freed up by families 
appealing decisions elsewhere in the county 

Parents of nine children from Wootton Pri¬ 
mary School who missed out believe some 
families lied about their addresses to get a 
space at the all-through school. 

One mother-of-four from Wootton, whose 
child was not given a place at Caroline Chisholm 
School, said: “The majority of us have lived in 
the parish for 10-plus years. We’re all long¬ 
standing residents. 

“We thought we had everything in the bag and 
it’s a bit insulting to say the least. There’s a few 
that we’ve found out have been using false 
addresses.” 

Several parents appealed for support from 
Wootton and East Hunsbury parish council and 
presented a petition of 650 signatures to Brian 
Binley, Conservative MP for Northampton 
South, on Saturday 

Andre Gonzalez de Savage, vice-chair of 
Wootton and East Hunsbury parish council, said 
up to 25 children were appealing for places at the 
school: “Obviously it’s quite a concern that the 
school is so popular not to be able to cope with 
the children. 

“Appeals for Northampton School for Boys 
and elsewhere are being heard this week, 
which will hopefully ensure that if some of 
those appeals are successful, some of those 
parents currently holding places at Caroline 
Chisholm will release them. 

“We are very concerned if actions have 
been taken by parents, which are not following 
the ethical code in getting their children into 
schools.”

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Firm fined for 
risky candles 


POUNDSTRETCHER 
has been fined 
£14,000 for continu¬ 
ing to sell a danger¬ 
ous candle made of 
coffee beans despite 
being warned by 
trading standard offi¬ 
cers. 

The £2 candle, pictured, 
which has coffee beans 
embedded into the wax, 
had not been properly 
tested under product 
safety regulations and was 
being sold nationwide at 
Poundstretcher stores. 

Officers for Northamp¬ 
tonshire Trading Stan¬ 
dards found the candle 
for sale at the chain’s 
Northampton store in 
Ransome Road, Far Cot¬ 
ton, as part of a survey 
in 2007. 

After testing it, they 
informed Poundstretch- 



ers in January 2008 that 
the candle contravened 
the General Product 
Safety Regulations 2005 
as a serious fire risk due 
to the flammability of the 
coffee beans. They would 
catch alight and produce 
a two-inch flame. 

Rebecca Crane, prose¬ 
cuting at Northampton 
Crown Court, said the 
Huddersfield-based com¬ 


pany was told to withdraw 
the candle but ignored the 
warning for four months. 

In May 2008, trading 
standards in Sunderland 
received a complaint from 
a customer who had been 
able to buy one at Instores 
in Pallion Retail Park, 
months after it should 
have been withdrawn. 

The company, which 
imported 12,000 candles, 
was prosecuted for not 
asking for a test certifi¬ 
cate from the manufac¬ 
turer, not using an accred- 
ited testing house or 
having it tested. 

Having pleaded guilty to 
breaching six product 
safety charges, Judge 
Peter Ross fined Pound¬ 
stretcher Ltd a total of 
£14,000, with £3,260 costs, 
and 28 days to pay. 

He said: “The company 
is fully aware of the risks 


of selling low-value items. 

“They have a number 
of previous convictions 
for similar offences, not 
relating to candles, but 
the risks must have been 
evident to them and it is 
open to the court to con¬ 
clude they had taken a 
commercial decision not 
to test and continue to sell 
products which are dan¬ 
gerous.” 

Kathryn Urell, for 
Poundstretcher Ltd, said: 
“When one is fighting for 
its existence, as this com¬ 
pany is, things do not get 
dealt with in as an expe¬ 
dient way as one would 
hope.” 

A trading standards’ 
spokesman said: “Pound¬ 
stretcher Ltd should not 
only have acted more 
quickly to remove them 
from sale but should have 
carried out proper test¬ 
ing in the first place.”

Jobless in 
park camp

ANOTHER improvised 
campsite has sprung 
up on the edge of a 
Northampton lake. 

This time, the victims of 
the recession who have set¬ 
tled near the lake in Delapre 
Country Park are Slovakian 
immigrants who have lost 
their jobs. 

The five men, ranging in 
age from 34 to 55, said they 
came to the UK five years 
ago but for the last two 
weeks have been forced to 
camp deep in the woodland 
off Ransome Road, Far Cot¬ 
ton. 

Roman Strmen, 34, said: 
“We go every day to the 
agency and the job centre 
but there are no jobs so we 
have no house and no 
money 

“We have been here for 
five years and we worked 
in Peterborough and Skeg¬ 
ness but there are too many 
problems. Back home in Slo¬ 
vakia, it’s no good so we 
will stay in England until 
we are dead.” 

Mr Strmen said the group 
visited the Hope Centre in 
Ash Street, Northampton 
and the Jesus Centre in 
Abington Square to get food 


but the men also suffer 
health problems and are 
unable to access treatment. 

Their basic settlement 
offers meagre shelter with a 
small camp fire in the mid¬ 
dle of the tents. 

Earlier this year there 
was a makeshift campsite on 
the other side of the lake 
where a group of friends 
- many of whom were from 
Northampton - had been 
living for several weeks 
before moving on to the 
grounds of Delapre Abbey 
and then Hardingstone vil¬ 
lage. The land at Delapre 
Country Park is owned by 


English Partnerships which 
does have powers to evict 
people living near the lake 
illegally. 

However, portfolio holder 
for community safety 
Councillor Brendan Gly- 
nane (Lib Dem, Delapre ) 
said the authority would 
try to help those currently 
camping in the woods. 

He said: “It would be the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency that would remove 
them but if somebody from 
the borough council has¬ 
n’t already, they will go 
down and see them and 
offer them help.”

Bankruptcy 
closed venue

A CLUB and pub 
owner's bankruptcy 
led the Roadmender 
music venue in 
Northampton to 
close, it has been 
revealed. 

The Roadmender had 
been forced to close for 
two weeks. 

It has now transpired 
that the reason was linked 
to the fact that Bill Davi¬ 
son, who saved the venue 
from closure in 2006, was 
declared bankrupt at the 
end of March. 

The law states that any¬ 
one who is bankrupt can- 
not hold a premises 
licence, so Northampton¬ 
shire Police had to ask 
Roadmender to close. 

David Bryan, licensing 
officer at Northampton¬ 
shire Police, said: “Due 
to a change in the com¬ 
pany circumstances, the 
Roadmender licence has 
now lapsed. 

“They must now apply 
to Northampton Borough 
Council for a new licence. 
As licensing officer, it was 


sadly my role to inform 
the company of this and I 
will continue to work with 
them and NBC over this 
issue.” 

Roadmender is set to 
be closed for 10 working 
days to allow Mr Davi¬ 
son’s son, James, to apply 
for a licence. 

Speaking exclusively to 
our sister paper the 


Chronicle & Echo, he said: 
“There has been a bit of a 
technical problem with 
the licence. We were due 
to be changing it over any¬ 
way but in the process of 
doing so, my father was 
made bankrupt. That has 
delayed things somewhat.” 

The delay means the 
venue should now re-open 
on Friday, June 5. 


Several events have had 
to be moved or cancelled, 
but the borough council is 
now helping directors of 
the company to sort out 
temporary events notices. 

Two of the 11 events 
due to happen before June 
5 will be allowed to go 
ahead as normal, 
although more may fol¬ 
low. 

Julie Seddon, 
Northampton Borough 
Council’s director for envi¬ 
ronment and culture, said: 
“Our licensing officers 
have been working with 
the owners of the Road¬ 
mender to help them 
through the licensing 
process. 

“Roadmender can con¬ 
tinue to run some events 
while their application 
for a change of license 
holder is processed. 

“As with all venues of 
this nature, the Road¬ 
mender must adhere to 
the Licensing Act 2003 
and therefore cannot con¬ 
tinue to trade until the 
appropriate licence has 
been granted.”

Saving time 
on commute 


CAR commuters will get to 
work 12 minutes quicker on 
average this week as they 
will not have to compete 
with the school run, it was 
revealed this week. 

For Londoners driving to 
work, the journey should be 
almost 16 minutes faster, a 
survey by car insurance 
company elephant.co.uk 
found. And in the East 
Midlands the saving is 11 
minutes 46 seconds. 

Around 10 per cent of 
motorists expect to save 
between 30 minutes and an 
hour a day during school holi¬ 
days.

Aussie ace 
boost for 
the Saints 


CHAMPIONS Saints will certainly not 
be resting on their laurels as the club 
continues to strengthen for next season. 

Only 48 hours after Northampton’s rugby 
heroes picked up the European Challenge Cup, 
they announced they had signed giant Aus¬ 
tralian second-rower, Dan Vickerman. 

The 29-year-old, who has picked up 55 caps for 
Australia and represented the Wallabies in two 
World Cups, will combine playing at Franklin’s 
Gardens with his studies at Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity 

The signing represents a major statement 
by the club, and manager Jim Mallinder, who 
wants competition for every position at the 
Gardens. 

With Heineken Cup rugby secured for next sea¬ 
son via Friday’s 15-3 European success over 
Bourgoin - and with Phil Dowson (Newcastle) 
and Shane Geraghty (London Irish) already 
signed up - Saints can now attract players of 
Vickerman’s pedigree. 

And despite being 29, the Aussie powerhouse 
says he is coming to a young Saints squad to 
develop his own game, as well as helping the club 
build on their success of the past season. 

“Northampton is a club that has made great 
strides with the results that the team have had 
this year,” Vickerman said. 

“I’ve watched them play and they play a great 


brand of rugby I will also be wanting to grow as 
a player. Rugby is a game in which you’re con¬ 
tinually learning and it will be fun playing 
under Jim and his coaching staff. 

“And if I can contribute to the club getting bet¬ 
ter then that would be great too. 

“Another good thing about the Saints is the tra¬ 
dition and enthusiasm for rugby that the club and 
its supporters have and I’m looking forward to 
experiencing that in person.” 

Vickerman will be one of the most experienced 
players in terms of international caps in the 
Saints’ squad. 

But he says that he will learn as much from the 
younger players as they will from him, partic¬ 
ularly in the second row, and particularly the likes 
of rough diamond, Courtney Lawes. 

“I don’t know how much knowledge I’ve got,” 
he said. 

“You learn and hopefully they learn. You 
draw on each other’s strengths and develop a joint 
relationship that drives you on and keeps you 
motivated. 

“Rugby is a team sport and it is an enjoy¬ 
able experience when you achieve your goals as 
a group.” 

Vickerman has already come up against sev¬ 
eral of his future club-mates when he played for 
Cambridge University against the Wanderers last 
year, and he also played in the 2008 Varsity 
Match.

EXPERIENCED striker Steve Guinan is the 
Cobblers’ first new signing of the summer as 
the club bids to bounce straight back to 
Coca-Cola League One next season. 

Manager Stuart Gray snapped up the for¬ 
mer Hereford United man on a two-year 
deal and said: “He’s an experienced player 
who knows how to get out of this division,” said 
Gray. “Steve got 15 goals for Hereford last sea¬ 
son and the forward line is an area I was look¬ 
ing to strengthen. He will bring a lot of experience 


into the squad and there were a couple of clubs 
interested in him.” 

As well as being promoted in each of his 
past two seasons in the bottom division, 
Guinan is also a fully-qualified coach, hold¬ 
ing the UEFA ‘A’ Licence.
